THAT USG WILL WISH TO DISCUSS WORDING PF PARA 5 OF MEMORANDUM OF

JUST THOSE PROVIDING FOR CAPACITY INCREASE. CIVILAVIA SAYS INFO 

RE ARRIVAL/DEPARTURE TIMES ESSENTIAL FOR PLANNING PURPOSES. 
CIVILAVIA MAINTAINS THAT WHETHER PROPOSED CAPACITY IS "EXCESSIVE" 
DEPENDS ON ANTICIPATED TRAFFIC REQUIREMENTS, WHICH MAY FLUCTUATE 
WIDELY, RATHER THAN LAST SEASON’S CAPACITY WHICH IS ONLY ONE FACTOR 
IN ANALYSIS.
